2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant's 
examples are sufficient to show the criticality and unexpectedness that a compression 
ratio of less than 4 must be used to obtain the recrystallization peak of the claims (see 
Ex 1 vs. Ex 3), for a blend of a polyester with PBT or PTT, overcoming the 102 based 
rejection over Majima US 6780482. A search of the prior art shows a range of 1 .5-4 for 
the compression ratio is typically used for polyester extrusion (see US 477411 4 Column 
3 line 62), however the unexpectedness of the results shown herein obviate such a 103 
rejection.
